the conduct of his 'business \ that sev- 
eral months ago he undertook the 
erection of a large stote and factory 
building at the corner of Wayne and 
Barr streets and opened negotiations 
with William l&uchel, the defendant, 
for the construction of said building; 
that he stipulated with said Buchel 
that he would not give him the con- 
tract unless he made an agreement; 
with the labor union* of th« city to 
employ none but union labor on any 
part of the building1 and that lie 
w6uld not sub-let any portion of the 
work to any but union contracto 
that the said 'Buchel signed fttioti a 


contract with the labor unions, and 
after the same had teen signed/ th« 
plaintiif, induced b£ $iid agreement, 
awarded the def endant, the contract 
for erecting the building; that ever 
since the commencement of the build- 
ing the defendant, against the wishes 
of the plaintiff and over his protests, 
has from time to time employed more 
or less non-union workmen and has 
finally sub-let the plastering contract 
to one Vollmer, a non-union plas- 
terer; that this act on the part of th* 
defendant has brought the t>laintfff 
into disrepute with labor unions, ifrho 
odiously refer to him as as employer 
of "scab labor," and that hid business 
is suffering thereby and will continue 
to suffer to hia irreparable damage; 
thai it is a well known fact that Tort 
Wayne is thoroughly unionised and 
that the greater part of his .patron* 
age comes from member* of labor 
unions, who will refuse to buy foia 
goods as long as non-union labor is 
employed in the construction of hi* 
building. He therefore prays that a 
temporary injunction issue ta pro* 
hibit Buchel, the defendant, 
from 


continuing the employment of "scab" 
or non-union labor contrary to th* 
original agreement and that at the 
final hearing- the injunction .be m&d* 
perpetual. Byan ft Byan are ih* 
attorneys for Bayer,

meeting. 


All over 
the city, in 
churches1 of 


many denominations, services were 
held and every place the local pulpit 
was occupied by a visiting divine* 
At Grace Episcopal church, 
where 


Rev. 
J. M Buckley, of 3Sfew York, 


preached, it was impossible to gain 
admittance long before the time an- 
nounced for opening of the doois 
*nd in none of the churches was a 
vacant pew. Old-fashioned 
love 


feasts were held in the early mom- 
ing in more than a dozen places, in- 
cluding the Japanese and Chinese 
missions. 


The closing meetings of the con- 


vention were held last night in the 
Mechanics' pavilion, the Alhambra 
theater, the -Metropolitan temple and 
the Pirst United Presbyterian church. 
Tn the latter place Kev. J, L. Beatty, 
of Halifax, N, S., spoke. 


iBESOLUfTIONS ADOPTED.

2, We approve without reserva- 


tion the plans of thfe Epworth league

the English -Bible, Christian steward- 
ship and personal evangelism cannot 
be overestimated, 


*3. That we are as 
unalterably 


as ever opposed to the open saloon 
and the liquor traffic, and we mean 
to keep our war upon, this 'busi- 
ness until OUT continent is freed 
from the dreadful cunste. That w« 
greatly rejoice -at the -abolition of the 
Canteen in our army and 'deplore the 
fact that a persistent effort is being 
made to have it restored.

BACTEKIA ANTb CKEMATION. 


Editor The Sentinel :—Permit me ti 


reply to au article in Saturday even- 
ing's Sentinel as regards "Cremation 
and Bacteria." 
In a lecent number 


of a German medical journal, devoted 
to bacteriology, an inteiesting sum- 
mary is presented of certain results 
attained by Piofess<or Klein, an emi- 
nent bacteiiolcgist, in the course of 
a long series of experiments, in which 
Dr. Klein endeavored to ascertain 
what becomes of disease germs after 
death. 
There experiments have a 


decidedly practical value, as the re- 
sults effectually dispose of one of the 
arguments of J* M. S. 


In order to carry out his experi 


ments satisfactorily, Dr. Klein buried 
animals which had died from certain 
diseases, disinterred the bodies after 
a varying period and examined them 
for bacteria. 
-The bacillus'of Asiatic 


cholera was still living at the end of 
nineteen days, but after being buried 
for twenty-eight days not one living 
specimen, 
could bs 
found.

typhoid fever bacillus was still liv- 
ing at the end of sixteen days, but no 
living specimen could be found at 
the end of twenty-six days, 
The 


gerin /which causes thp bubonic 
plague was able to snrvive an inter- 
ment of seventeen* 
days, but was 


never found living at the end' of three 
weeks. 
The bacillus of consumption 


lives for but a short time after the 
burial of its viqtim. 
1J&. ^Clein al- 


ways found it without difficulty ir 
the organs, tout was never able to ob- 
tain a successful culture, 
What if 


peihaps of greater importance, he has 
not been able to cause tuberculosis 
by injecting the bacteria thus found 
into the system of a healthy animal 
In many boards of health in our citie< 
there seem's a strange misconception 
as to the nature of bacteria.

are bacteriologists 
employed—men 


who are able to detect these minute 
organisms and perhaps to name a few 
or many them, but they have iic 
knowledge of the relations these lit 
tie plants bear to the public health 
The fact is, there are two classes o 
bacteria, 95 per cent of which ari 
beneficial flnd only 5 per cent in- 
jurious.

1 was putting electric wires into the 


house of a gentleman named EiulrJss, 
living In a fasblouuble street In Lou- 
don, when one clay be invited me into 
his library, poured me out a glass of 
wine and then had a s>tory to relate. 
From his statements it appeai'etl that 
his mother, who was an old lady of 7o> 
bad long been a member of a certain 
charitable organization, and certain 
members of it had secured an undue 
influence over her. She was being per- 
suaded to buy and deed the society a 
certain bouse and lot \alued nt about 
£3,000, and the son's arguments «nd 
protestations bad brought about strain- 
eel relations. The long and short of it- 
was, 
I think, that the son did not want 


The money to go out of the family, arid 
he bad set bis wits to work to invent 
some scheme to defeat the old lady's 
intentions. lie bad got tbe scheme and 
now desired my assistance to carry it 
out. 
Tbe house stood alone on a large 


plot of ground and bad not been ten- 
anted for several years. The mother 
was a superstitious woman* who was 
guided by dreams arid omens and bad 
once seen a ghost and tbe son proposed 
to knork her project in the bead by 
producing a haunted house. He want- 
ed ghosts and goblins made to order, 
and be believed I was the man to put 
the job through successfully. 


He was willing to pay a good price 


for a good thing, and after two or three 
meetings we came to a satisfactory un- 
derstanding, It was a two story brick 
house, with a cellar and an attic, and 
tbe grounds were surrounded by a 
stone wall. There were three or four 
old trees, with limbs touching tbe 
walls, and tbe roof was out of repair, 
and doors and windows were in a dilap- 
idated state. I found the cellar divided 
by four partition walls, and the rooms 
were gloomy enough to look at. It was 
au ideal place for spooks. Down In one 
corner of the yard Avas a toolhonso, with 
a door in the wall opening upon a com- 
mon, and after spending a couple of 
hours about the place I reported to Mr. 
Endriss that I could give him the 
baunterlest haunted house ever known 
in England. ' That door opening on the 
commons and the high wall around the 
grounds gave me t?3 opportunity to 
come and go and do my work without 
much risk of observation. 


Tbe toolhouse bad a garret to it, 


which was dark and damp, and en- 
trance to it was effected by a trapdoor 
and a ladder, and I took this attic for 
my headquarters. Thither I carried 
my electric batteries and other para- 
phernalia, and for a week I was busy 
running wires and locating spooks. It 
tested my ingenuity to run wires along 
the walls aud up and down tbe trunks 
of trees and into the house In such a 
manner that they should be safe from 
all other eyes, but I carried thh mat- 
ter out very successfully, 1 had to rip 
up the flooring arid get into tbe parti- 
tions here and there, but my tools left 
uo trace behind. 


I do not know bow Mr, Kudrfss 


worked it, but one day it was whis- 
pered about that the old Duff house 
was haunted. A tramp told a story of 
being driven out by sA range uoises. and 
in & hours it was all over the ueigh- 
borhootl. A newspaper had souu>thiag 
to say about it in a day or two, and be- 
fore tbe week ^\as out two grocer's 
clerks bad decided to pass the night 
in the haunted house. 
I was kept 


posted aud was on band at o proper 
hour. The young fellows took up their 
station iu the parlor, having candles, 
cards, driuk aud a good deal of cour- 
age, but they diduft remain all night 
Under the floors of the upper and low- 
er halls I had placed two flat pieces of 
wood in such a way that they would 
strike together when the electric but- 
ton was pressed* As those spook der 
Tiers sat srnokiug and bluffing they 
heard tiie sound of footsteps in the up- 
per hall 
They had to imagine that 


the footsteps descended the stairs, but 
they kindly did so. Then they caught 
them in the lower ball and Imagined 
that an invisible being passed the open 
parlor door, antf the way those chaps 
got out of that house and over the wall 
was a sight to see. Their story created 
intense excitement, and, realizing that 
his property was in peril, the owner 
took immediate steps to solve the rnys 
tery. 


Three nights after the young men 


bad been driven out the owner and two 
policemen took up their quarters in the 
house* 
A thorough search was first 


made of the premises, and then the 
trio sat down to wait for spooks. 
In 


due time tb« spooks came. There was 
no wind outside, but shortly before 
ttUtatght tber* was a gusty wall from 


the floor above, a long drawn wail that J 
seemed to have originated in a grave- 
yard, It was only a whistle of iny in- 
vention, worked by a valve and ft 
spring, but up wont the hair of the 
three doubting Thomases. 
The wail [ 


was followed by spirit rappiugs on I 
the wall, and as a finisher there was a 
soft, sad music from ghostly lips. The 
police ouly waited long enough for the 
owner to snaagest that he was sleepy \ 
and wanted to go home and go to bed, 
and then the trio made a bolt for the ' 
street The next day all London was 
talking about tnc Duff house, and peo- 
ple came In such crowds aud stood 
around so obstinately that it took two- 
score policemen to keep the street open. 


That was the send off for the haunt- 


ed house. 
The owuer was literally 


overwhelmed with letters and inter- 
viewers. In one month 5,000 persons 
wrote him as to how to lay the ghosts. 
In the same time he had offers from as 
many more people to pass a night in 
the house aud solve the mystery* lie 
was sharp enough to turn all this to 


i account 
When he found that sigbt- 


| seers were coming from all parts of 
I London—aye, from towns 50 miles 


away—to Ret a look at the house, he 
threw it open by day and charged a 
shilling admission and fairly coined 
money. 
Every night for six weeks 


parties of from two to ten paid money 
for the privilege of hearing the spooks. 
In one instance two young bloods paid 
£15 apiece to have the house to them- 
selves for throe hours, aud I gave 
them their money's worth. In another 
instance a party of 25 was made up at 
£2 per head, and I routed the whole 
gang with two long drawn moans as I 
exhausted the air in au iron cylinder 
placed in one of the partitions. 
No 


one left that haunted house disap- 
pointed. 
They got ghostly footsteps 


and sighs and wails and soft sad mu- 
sic till they cared for no more. Sev- 
eral persons were frightened into fits 
and several more injured in the wild 
scramble for safety. The lord mayor, 
of London wasn't in it compared with 
the Duff house. 


Mr, Endriss' mother weakened early 


in the game. She didn't propose to 
buy haunted houses for anybody, and 
in this case she felt that murder must 
have been committed and she might 
in some way be held as accessory after 
tiie fact In fact she went right back 
on her society and turned the money 
oter to her son, and then we had no 
further use for the house. I was run- 
ning it as a sort of show, however, be- 
ing willing to help the owner out when 
It took fire and burned to the ground, 
and the mystery died out in a day. 


Confueins Select* » Son- 
Confucius was one of tbe most hu- 


man of sages, a sort of wiser, better 
Solomon, who, though he spoke more 
than "3,000 proverbs," found time to 
edit, if he did not compose, a great 
many charming canticles. As a musi- 
cian he must have enjoyed their harmo- 
nies of rhyme and rhythm* attractions 
which those ancient poems have entire- 
ly lost through changes which the lan- 
guage has undergone in the lapse of 
ages.

TOIL UNDEK OCEAN'S BED, 


Thousands of miners throughout 


the world are in constant danger of 
drowning by the rush of the waters 
that ebb 'and flow over their heads, 
breaking through the barriers and 
sweeping them to destruction. Al- 
though America has no seacoast 
mines, dangerous conditions 
exist 


here inland. In Pennsylvania many 
irines in the hard cotal district are 
diiven underneath rivers and no one 
of the men, be he high or low in po- 
sition, can say tha<tsome day the bot- 
tom of the river may not fall through 
and drown out the men as rats are 
drowned in a hole. 


The dangers of these operations, 


however, are scarcely -worth consider- 
ing1 -compared with those thtat beset 
miners in other countries who liter- 
ally work at the bottom of the sea, 
With nothing between them and the 
vast body of water overhead but a 
thin shell of ceiling. 
When the 


storm rages on the waters a/bove the 
bowlders can be heard rolling over 
the floor of the sea, 'as if it was the 
bowling alley of old King Neptune. 
Oft the coasts of England end Wales 
are many of these submarine mines. 
The lower workings of Botajlack cop- 


per mine, off the promontory of thtat 
name, nenr Cape Cornwall, go down 
1.500 feet under the surface of the 
waiter and they extend 2,950 feet 
under the waters of the Atlantic. 
Deep down there men toll and delve 
dej and night, while the ships hurry 
*o their ports over their heads. 


In fair weather the sailors may 


pity the miners underneath them, 
but when it storms the fears and dan- 
gers are distributed about equally, 
for the water drips through the roof 
constantly and the big rocks toss and 
roll pver the bed of the waters, every 
sound being heard only too plainly 
ty the men below. 
Many a time 


have the men and mine bosses re- 
treated to the mouth of the pit as 
they heard the terrible grinding 
noises albove them. 
This mine is 


closed now, but the coal mine at 
Whitehaven is still working. These 
submarine diggers extend for, four 
miles under the Irish sea and About 
GOO feet below the water level. Here 
hundreds' of miners work day and 
night in the pitch black galleries, I 
with ft world of water over their 
heads, 


A neighiboring town, Workington, 


once possessed a similar mine, but 
one evil day the sea 'broke through 
the roof, drowned thirty-six miners 
and destroyed the colliery. Several 
years ago there vos a catastrophe 
like this in one of the Lake Superior 
copper mines, which extended far 
under the water. The loss of life was 
much heavier than in the English 
disaster. 


The coast off Sunderland, England, 


13 burrowed with mines so thorough- 
ly that real cities flourish far beneath 
the tumbling waters. The principal 
seam of the Monkwearmouth colliery 
lies more than 1,700 feet under the 
German ocean. 
To find that seam , 


the owners of the mine expended ( 
$500,000, This mine sprung a leak 
once <and -rooter poured in through 
the roof at the rite of 3,000 gallons a ' 
minute and a big 200*ihorse power 
pumping engine had to foe rigged up 
to clear out the galleries, ' 


Off Byhope, Seaham and Borrow- 


stones also are mines which extend 
deep into the bowels of the earth and 
far out under the restless waves.

EXPEIR1MENTS WITH MELONS. 


Cantaloupe growing* has fbecome so 


profitable in Colorado sttnce the popu- 
larity of the Bock Ford melon was 
established tihat extensive 
experi- 


ments have been made with a view of 
prolonging the period of the crop, 
but with small success. It was 
thought that liotibed propagation 
would hasten maturity and produce 
early fruit, says the New York Sun. 
The seed was put into the h'otibeds 
early ia April, a month 'before the 
time of seed planting in the oipen 
fields. 
Some off it was put in >can$, 


so arranged that the plants could be 
taken from them without distuilbing 
the roots, because it was found dif- 
ficult to transplant them successfully 
when the roots were at all disturbed. 
The experiment was not a great suc- 
cess. 
But 50 per cent off the plants 


transfeired -f;om the toeds Without 
support survived, and from tha can- 
grown plants, 95 per cent of <wM6h 
lived on after the tian&fer, the first 
riipe melon was taken only one 'day 
earlier than from the plants fertilized 
in open >grourid and only four days 
earlier than those grown without any 
fertilizer. 
The 
only 
promising 


feature of the experiment was that 
the fruit on the transplanted Vines 
ripened in quantity rather faster 
than that on the others, and that 
these plants gave more melons than 
the rest. 
'Of course, tiho melon in- 


dustry in Colorado has its particular 
bugs and parasites to fight. Canta- 
loupe blight, a para&ltlo ffungus 
shown In brown spots, which when 
they first appear oft the leaves are 
only the size of a pinhead, is the 
grower's chief enemy. 
But there are 


other pests, notably the flea beetle, 
t«he striped 'cucumber bettle, the mel- 
on louse and the geometer worm. 
Keeping these down provides endless 
labor in -the melon fields •while the 
crop is growing* and materially af- 
fects the profits oi the growers.

SUICIDES I3ST THE SUMME-B. 


Observers of the 
phenomena at- 


tending the suicidal 
m-ania liave 


noted that the tendency toward self- 
destruction in the members) of the 
human race1 ds more pronounced MI 
warm than in cold weather. Statis- 
tics collected from a wide area show 
that the tendency isi not confined to 
any particular locality or class of 
people, but afflicts the human race 
generally. 


"Figures bearing upon the suicidal 


tendency in thds country demonstrate 
the painful fact 'that suicide has in- 
creased during the last twenty-five 
years and goes on continually in- 
creasing in almost all the civilised 
countries," said a prominent author- 
ity on nervous diseases. "Of course 
the tendency to suicide has been in- 
creased by the influence of civiliza- 
tion, but another factor in this in- 
crease 'is the geometrical growth of 
population and all the engrossing 
factors of local life. 
The greater 


part of this particular tendency is 
due to race, religion and culture, 
but there -are other influences, such 
as climate, the seasons an'd atmos- 
pheric changes v/hich 
operate on 


what are called voluntary actions. 


"At the season -of the year when 


the sun is in aphelion the average 
proportion of suicides 
reaches its 


maximum, 
During- this* period in 


June and throughout the summer' 
the physical and moral conditions 
are so influenced by the variations 
!and conditions in.' the temperature 
and humidity that suicides arc then 
greater than fit any other time of 
the year* 
The records of the coro- 


ner's office in this city for the last 
four years compared with those of 
the preceding years show that as 
the weather conditions lipve become 
more oppressive suicides have corre- 
spondingly "been more frequent. Two 
years ago, when Philadelphia experi- 
enced one of the most excessive and 
lengthened torrid waves for years, 
suicides increased 15 per \cent and 
deaths in many cases was most vio- 
lent. 
During the Seated months, 


when the vitality is- greatly reduced, 
many suicides occur from suggestion* 
This was seen in the 
records of 


1899, when four persons used for the 
first time an unknown drug with 
which a young drug student ended 
his life.

WABASH SHOPS DAMAGED, 


A fire of unknown oiigin did a 


damage of about $1,500 to the Wa- 
bash shops and engine supplies Sat- 
urday evening, The tire started in 
the stairway or elevator shaft in the 
hall between the boiler rooms and the 
tool. room. Above the latter is a gar- 
ret in which is stored a lot of engine 
castings, and there the fire raged the 
fiercest. It buined a section of the 
icof, about forty by sixty feet, con- 
sumed a good portion of the stairway 
and the board partitions separating 
that passageway from the elevator, 
and was fast eating its way through 
the partitions between the hall and 
the tool room and boiler and engine 
rooms when the firemen got it under 
contiol. In addition to the damage 
to the building, there was consider- 
able damage done to the belts and 
tcols by water and to the engine 
castings by heat, which caused some 
of them to warp and become totally 
U£eless for the purpose for which 
they were designed. 
How many of 


these castings are warped is not 
known at present and the exact 
amount of damage from that source 
cannot be stated at present. Luckily 
the file did not reach the engine 
power room and the works are in op- 
eration as usual today. The fire was 
discovered by the watchman at 6:16 
o'clock and the alarm was given by 
sounding the shop and locomotive 
whistles. The loss is said to be fully 
covered by insurance.

Inasmuch as 
the notes are not counterfeits of any 
United States note or obligation, th« 
makers and passers cannot be prose- 
cuted under the United States Jaws, 
but it is said they can be punished 
for fraud under the state litws. It 
appears that the notes readily pass 
along the; Canadian frontier, as the 
takers thiuk they are the notes of 
the Canadian province of New Bruns- 
wick, the words "New Jersey" being 
printed in small letters. The notes 
are printed on bond paper and are 
quite as good in every way as the 
originals.

BACTERIA AND CRKMATION. 


Editor The Sentinel:-Permit RIP ti

Al- 
though America lias no seaconst 
mines, dangerous conditions exist 
litre inland. In Pennsylvania many 
irines in the hard co-al district are 
diiven underneath rivers-and no one 
of the men, be he high or low in po- 
sition, can say that some day the bot- 
tom of the river may not fall through 
and drown out the men ns rats are 
drowned in a hoi ft. 


Tho dangers of these operations, 


however, arc scarcely -worth consider- 
ing compared with those that beset 
miners In other countries who liter- 
ally work at the bottom of the sen, 
with nothing between them and tlie 
vast body of water overhead but a 
thir. shell of ceiling. 
When the 


storm, rages on the waters abovo the 
bowlders can be heard rolling over 
the floor of the sen, ns if it was the 
bowling alley of old King Neptune. 
Off the coasts of England and Wales 
are many of these submarine mines.

EXPERIMENTS WITH MELONS. 


Cantaloupe growing1 has 'become so 


profitrlble in Colorado since the popu- 
larity of the Rock Ford melon was 
established 
Mint extensive experi- 


ments have been made -with a view of 
prolonging Ihe period of the crop, 
but with email success. It was 
thought that hotobed propagation 
would hasten maturity and -produce 
early fruit, says the New Ycrk Sun. 
The seed v/ns put into the "hotbeds 
early in April, a month 'before the 
time o'f s?ed planting in the open 
fields. 
Some of it was put in cans, 


KO arranged that the plants could be 
taken from them without disturbing 
the raots, because- it was found dif- 
ficult to transplant them successfully 
whon the roots <werc at nil disturbed. 
The experiment T.vafl not n grant suc- 
cess. 
But 50 per cent of the plants 


transfer red from the Tjeds witlioxit 
fippnrt survived, and from ths cnn- 
grown plant:;, 05 per cent of 'which 
lived on after thn transfer, the first 
riipe -melon was taken only one -day 
curlier than from the plants fertilized 
in open ground nnd only four days 
earlier than those grown without any 
fertilizer. 
Tho 
only 
'promising 


feature of the experiment was tliat 
the fruit on the transplanted Vines 
ripened 
quantity 
rather faster 


than that on the others, and that 
these plants gave nioro "melons than 
the rest. 
Of course, tho melon in- 


dustry in Colorado has its particular 
bugs nnd parasites to fight. Canta- 
loupe blight, a parasitic "fungus 
shown in brown spots, which, when 
they first appear on the leaves are 
only the size of a pinhead, is the 
grower's chief enemy. 
But there are 


other pests, notably the flea "beetle, 
•Hie striped "cucumber bettle, the mel- 
on louse and 
the geometer -worm. 


Keerping these 'down provides endless 
labor in -the melon fields while tho 
crop is growing and materially af- 
fects the profits of the growers.
